money for the purchase of the things they want for 
modern housekeeping. 

One of the reasons that we have inflation, or 
higher prices, today, is that comparatively few have 
been saving. They want the things that are pur- 
chasable, and when there is a great demand for any- 
thing, that thing goes up in price. 


We Don’t Live Normally 


Recently a physician talked to me about this very 
thing and told me that he has a great many patients 
whom he would not have if family life were more 
normal. He told me that he has scolded many a woman 


for going to work before she had her first child, and 


then starting to work again after the child was about 
four months old, turning its care over to her mother 
or her husband’s mother. 

When that is done, the child has no parental 
guidance, hardly learns to know its mother, and as 
it grows up, having observed that mother has given 
only slight attention to it, lacks confidence in her. 

As the mother is not with the children long 
enough to be able to teach them wholesome lessons by 
her good example, the children are bound to become 
spoiled, and the group guidance they receive in the 


uvenile Delinquency Now At All-Time High 


Catholic school will not offset the lack of good 
material guidance. 

To such children, home has no special attraction; 
they see that even parents seem to regard home as a 
place only for eating and sleeping. Hence the evenings 
of the children are spent in places of amusement and, 
too often, in premature dating which is fatal in four 
out of five cases. 


The best authorities in child guidance do not 
believe in a long courtship; but when people begin to 
date particular persons early, they are bound to have 
long courtships unless they marry early. The Church 
takes the same position. She wants courtship to be 
a preparation for marriage and wants it to be a holy 
courtship in order to win the blessing of God on the 
marriage. 

Parents seldom reflect that their Church has had 
1900 years’ experience with all classes of people, and 
she certainly “should know best.” Then we have the 
positive word of Almighty God Himself that the devil 
will have power over those who “shut Him out of 
their lives.”

3 Doctrinal 


Points In Encyclical 


Vatican City—(NC)—His Holi- 
ness Pope Pius XII sought to stress 
three doctrinal points in his en- 
cyclical “Sempiternus Rex,” ac- 
cording to an analysis of the docu- 
ment made by Osservatore Ro- 
mano, Vatican City daily. 


The encyclical commemorates 
the 1,500th anniversary of the 
General Council of Chalcedon, 
where 630 Bishops set forth the 
Catholic doctrine of the human and 
divine nature of Christ. 


One doctrinal point, says Os- 
servatore, is a warning to modern 
Catholic theologians who try to 
apply certain theories of present- 
day psychology to Christ. Second, 
the Pope took issue with what he 
lealled the “kenotic” theory on 
Christ, which has been developed 
in recent times, particularly among 
the Anglicans. Third, the pontiff 
again condemned the heresy of 
monophysitism, which holds that 
there is only one nature in Christ. 


In connection with the warning 
to Catholic theologians against 
trying to apply present-day psy- 
chology to Christology, Osservatore 
notes that an article of the Rev. 
Leo Seiller, a German Franciscan, 
was recently placed on the Index 
by the Holy See because of this 
tendency, The article appeared in 
the magazine Franziskanische Stu- 
dien of Muenster, Westphalia. Both 
Father Seiller and the directors of 
the magazine have submitted to 
the condemnation and retracted the 
article. 


On this point the encyclical said: 

“Although there is nothing 
against making a deeper study of 
the humanity of Christ even from 
the psychological point of view, 
nevertheless there are some who 
in this difficult field nave strayed 
too far from the ancient positions 
and built up new theories. They 
falsely use the authority and defi- 
nitions of the Council of Chalcedon 
to defend their own positions. 

“These authors exalt the state 
and conditions of the human na- 
ture of Christ so much that it 
seems to be, at least psychological- 
ly, a subject ‘sui iuris’ (in its own 
right) and as if it did not sub- 
sist in the person of the Word .. .” 


On taking issue with the “ke-| H 


notic” theory, the Pope said: 


“Also strongly opposed to the 
Chalcedon profession of faith is 
the opinion, rather widely held out- 
side the Catholic religion and based 
on an arbitrary and false inter- 
pretation of a text of St. Paul the 
Apostle to the Philippians. We 
refer to the doctrine called ‘keno- 
sis,’ which teaches that in Christ 
there is a limitation of the Di- 
vinity of the Word. This is a 
sacrilegious invention, and ., . 
should be condemned since it re- 
duces the entire mystery of the 
Incarnation and Redemption to 
lifeless and empty shadows.” 

In a new warning against mono- 
physitism, the Holy Father de- 
clared: 

“Let no one, allured by the fal- 
lacy of human reasoning and de- 
ceived by the ambiguities of hu- 
man language, either shake by 
doubt or pervert by harmful in- 
novation the dogma ratified by 
Chalcedon, that in Christ there are 
two true and perfect natures, the 
divine and the human, which are 
joined together, but not confused, 
subsisting in the one person of the 
Word.” 

Osservatore Romano also points 
out that the Holy Father has re- 
quested Catholics throughout the 
world to observe the 15th centen- 
nial of the Chalcedon Council with 
fitting ceremonies. Rome observ- 
ances are being held from October 
14 to November 1.

The modern Didaskaleion was 
founded by Dr. Gaston Zananiri, a 
prominent Greek Catholic layman 
under the auspices of the Melkite 
Patriarch Maximos IV Saigh. It

Her accomplishments should be 
studied and re-studied by every 
parent because she has left be- 
hind one of the most successful 
patterns of child-training that this 
world has ever known. It was she, 
more than any other person on 
earth, who was responsible for the 
eos Flower’s rapid rise to Saint- 
ood. 


In moving pages of her Auto- 
biography Saint Therese fully de- 
scribes the circumstances which 
placed her under the wise direc- 
tion of Mother Agnes. Their mo- 
ther, Zelie Martin, died of cancer 
of the breast when Saint Therese 
was four years old ... and hardly 
had the grief-stricken family re- 
turned from the eemetery when 
Saint Therese rushed to the arms 
of Mother Agnes and _ sobbed, 
“Now ... now you will be my 
mother.” 

With unusual clarity of insight 
Mother Agnes already understood 
what. parents can so easily forget

dom of Heaven. Mother Agnes was 
not satisfied merely to teach her 


sister a few cute childish prayers. 
Immediately she began to explain

Wisely Mother Agnes taught

and mortification each day. From 
her earliest youth Saint Therese 
offered these voluntary penances 
for missionaries, for the souls in 
purgatory, for souls grievously 
tempted and for dying sinners. 


Her Great Triumph 


So successful was this plan of

You might be interested in 
learning the decree which was is- 
sued by the Council of Chalcedon 
back in 451, and with which the 
creed of the Catholic Church has 
agreed from the beginning:

perfect in divinity and perfect in 
humanity; true God and true man 
made of rational soul and body; 
consubstantial to the Father ac- 
cording to divinity, consubstantial 
to us according to humanity, sim- 
ilar to us in all except sin; gener- 
ated by the Father before the ages 
according to divinity, by the Vir- 
gin Mary, Mother of God, accord- 
ing to humanity, for us and for our 
salvation; the one only and same 
Christ, Son, Lord, born one, to be 
recognized in two natures without 
confusion, without change, without 
division, without separation in any 
way ... not in two persons split 
and divided, but one only and the 
same Son God and Word, 


Lord Jesus Christ.” 


for Christ’s sake” and “a spectacle 
to the world, to angels and to 
men.” I began to speak and soon 
a little cluster of people stood be- 
fore me. 


“[T have come as a Catholic 
priest,” I said, “to explain to you 
some of the teachings of the 
Catholic Church, the Mother 
Church of Christianity, concern- 
ing which you have had little or 
no opportunity to learn. That 
Church traces her origin directly 
to Jesus Christ. She exists in 
every land under the sun and her 
membership, the greatest in Chris- 
ns passes the 400,000,000 
mark.” 


Then I proceeded to tell them of 
God’s love for all men. Of His 
mercy and compassion, and how 
that mercy is effectively channeled 
to human souls through the sacra- 
ment of pardon in the Church 
which Christ founded. As I spoke, 
passersby stopped to look and 
listen, while others sat in parked 
cars nearby, gazing at me in won- 
derment. Apparently I was as 
strange a spectacle to them as if 
I were a man from Mars. | 


For about an hour I spoke to the 
little group which listened with 
evident interest to the story of 
how Christ pardons the sins of 
men through His divinely appoint- 
ed ambassadors, the priests of the 
Catholic Church. The beauty and 
the reasonableness of the divine 
plan never fails to-stir the hearts 
of men. 


Seeing the little crowd gathered 
on the sidewalk, the town’s single 
policeman had come to investigate 
the cause of the excitement... 
and then remained to listen. Soon 
he was joined by the butcher who 
came from his shop still wearing 
his long white apron.

We have never tried to explain 
to them just why we broke sol- 
emn promises: made and persis- 
tently promulgated during both 
world wars. The slogan of the 
first world war, coined by the 
late President Wilson, was, “Self 
determination for small na- 
tions.” But after that world war, 
Wilson was unable to do what he 
promised because Clemenceau of 
France, like Stalin of Russia to- 
day, decided what would be done 
about the defeated nations. Had 
Wilson been firm, he could have 
accomplished his desire, because 
he held the purse from which 
France and England had to draw 
if they would keep their own 
countries from going to ruin. 

These same nations looked to 
us for independence after our 
victory over Hitler in World 
War II. France, England and 
Russia needed our help even 
more at the end of that war, 
therefore we could have dictated 
all the terms for peace. Since 
Russia wanted all those coun- 
tries to be under the sphere of 
her influence, our statesmen 
yielded rather than allow Rus- 
sia to have a base on the Med- 
iterranean. 

Evidently the people of these 
countries do not like us today 
any more than they like Russia. 
During the past five years they 
have heard nothing, either by 
radio or newspaper, except crit- 
icism of the United States. The 
lie of our enemy, repeated day 
after day over a period of many 
years, has been accepted as at 
least half truth and, therefore, 
we must, as Erwin Canham ob- 
serves, tell the plain truth. It 
should be told over the Voice of 
America and over any other me- 
dium we can control day after 
day, and not merely once. 

The truth should be told as 
often as the lie, and with equal 
force. Usually truth is kind and 
forgiving, while error, or the 
lie, is very aggressive. But our 
country had better make friends 
with the people behind the Iron 
Curtain as well as in Western 
Europe if the costly war pro- 
gram, recently approved by Con- 
gress, is to do any good.

FoR the past several years Pope 
Pius XII has issued a special 
message to the Catholics of the 
world asking them to intensify 
their prayers during the month of 
October for the intention of world 
peace. He has, of course, especially 
urged the praying of the Rosary. 

This year the Holy Father’s re- 
commendations are contained in a 
special Encyclical Epistle ad- 
dressed to all of the Bishops of the 
world and through them to the 
400,000,000 Catholics, millions of 
whom are prisoners in their own 
nations unable to openly practice 
their religious duties. 


The intention recommended by 
the Holy Father is broad and em- 
bracive: Peace for families, for 
peoples, for nations and for the 
Church throughout the world. 


The method of prayer is specific: 
The Rosary, particularly the fam- 
ily secitation of this most power- 
ful prayer.

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School Paper's 


E have discussed school jour- 
nals before, but this week we 
want to talk about them, in par- 


ticular, in connection with extra- 


curricular activities. 


‘. ig certainly one of the more 
aierent of such activities. A 
school is judged on the merits of 

school paper, just as frequent- 

as it is judged on anything else. 

A school may have a fine reputa- 
tion for scholarship. It may have 
athletic teams from year to 
year, occasionally even great 
‘teams. Its buildings and general 
facilities may be a source of pride 
to parents, teachers and students 
alike. But if its school paper is 
shabbily done, if it has nothing to 
say or says it poorly, if there is 
no enthusiasm in its columns, then 
you may well judge that there is 
something wrong at that school 
and that whatever it is will become 
embarrassingly evident as time 


goes on. 

A school paper may be consid- 
ered as a flag which waves on high 
over the building where everyone 
ean see it. It is representative of 
everything the school stands for. 
if the flag is ragged and torn, if 
it is dirty, if it only appears now 
and then, if it is difficult to find 
some one to raise it regularly, 
then no one is impressed either 
with the flag or the cause which 
it represents. In fact it becomes 
a laughing matter after awhile and 
does more harm than good. It 
does not justify the time or money 
spent in displaying it. 

The school paper should be the 
interest of every student. Once 
the staff has been appointed, then 
the other students in the school 
should begin the task of helping 
the paper in their own particular 
way. They should see that each 
issue is brought home and shown 
to the family and friends. It 
should be handy at all times and 
should lie in such a place that vis- 
itors will see it when they come 
in the front door. 

It can be used to promote 
healthy discussions and will serve 
to call the attention of numerous 
adults to the needs, aims and am- 
bitions of the Catholic educational 
program, not on the national level 
or in some far away country, but 
right in your own town and par- 
ish. There are many other ways 
that students can help their school 
paper and space does not permit 
their discussion here, but there is 
none which is more beneficial than 
seeing that “it gets around.” 

When the editors and faculty 
Sponsors can take the above for 
granted, they will do a good job. 
Make no mistake about that. If 
there is nothing more discouraging

Other people will tell you that 
the greatest single thrill was on 
Oct. 1, 1932, when Ruth pointed 
to the fence and then hit the 
next pitch over it. Charley Root 
was the Cub pitcher. In later 
years, this “did he or didn’t he” 
developed into a controversy of 
more than various proportions. 
Ruth, interviewed a year or so 
before his death, said he did 
point. Root, who was also there 
when it happened, says he didn’t. 

I'd be interested if any of the 
readers were present and hap- 
pen to have an opinion on the 
matter. Me ...I was a junior in 
high school then, and wondering 
if I'd ever have the opportunity 
to even see a World Series game. 

It was only a few short years 
ago, Oct. 3, 1947, that Bill Bevans 
of the Yankees, almost (and you 
can repeat on that “almost’) 
pitched the first no-hitter in the 
long history of the Series, He 
couldn’t have come any closer that 
day against the Dodgers ... eight 
and two-thirds innings and two 
strikes on the batter. One more 
pitch and he was in. But the bats- 
man, Cookie Lavagetto, clubbed a 
double and the Dodgers won, In a 
flash the whole situation changed 
and the game was over. 


Bevans, despite being headed 
toward a no-hitter, was constantly 
in trouble as a result of issuing 
frequent walks. However, after the 
game, Manager Bucky Harris, of 
the Yanks, summed up the situa- 
tion very well when he said: “You 
can’t remove a man pitching a 
no-hit ball game.” 


It was the very next day in the 
same World Series that little Al 
Gionfriddo, of the Dodgers, saved 
the day with the catch of catches 
as he went back to the box seats in 
deep left field and robbed Joe Di- 
Maggio of a homer. I was lucky 
enough to be present for that one. 


On Oct. 6, in 1938, Lefty 
Gomez, the funnyman, won his 
sixth Series victory without de- 
feat, 6-3, while pitching for the 
Yanks against the Cubs. If mem- 
ory serves me correct, I believe 
that a sore-armed Dizzy Dean 
also did a capable job for the 
losers. (Seems that most of these 
memories entail the Yankees in 
one sense or another . . . but 
then the Yanks are usually one 
of the competing teams, are 
they not?) 

In 1929, in the opening game 
between the Philadelphia Athletics 
and the Cubs, aged Connie Mack, 
who also had men like Grove, 
Earnshaw and Walberg, nominated 
the veteran Howard Ehmke as his 
opening day pitcher. The move 
made Mack a master strategist. 
Ehmke set a Series record with 13 
strikeouts and won, 3-1. I remem- 
ber that Ehmke needed to fan 
pinch-hitter Tolson, the last batter, 
to achieve the record mark of 13. 

Now let’s go back to when the 
World Series as we know it today 
under current rules started. That 
would be in 1905. In the first game 
of the classic that year, John Mc- 
Graw’s Giants beat Connie Mack’s 
Athletics, 3-0. Am going on my 
memory of reading record books 
assidiously during grammar school 
days when I should have been 
spending more attention with the 
three R’s, but I believe that the 
famed Christy Mathewson pitched 
the game for the Giants. 

Money doesn’t mean any more 
to ball players and baseball people 
in general than water does to fish. 
So, to ask and answer my own 
question . . . what was the most 
profitable World Series game? 

It was the contest between the 
Cleveland Indians and the Boston 
Braves in Cleveland, Oct. 10, 1948. 
A total of 86,288 fans paid $378,- 
778.83 to sit in on the proceedings. 
That, my dear friends, was when 
a guy named Bill Veeck was op- 
erating high, wide and handsome 
at the big Cleveland ball park, 
which sits on the shores of Lake 

e. 

So, enough for the past. Now 
we're ready for another World 
Series . . . and quite probably

the aspects of their trial, what- 
ever it was, and their mind, once 
made up, couldn’t be changed.

Remember the 
angel with the fiery sword guard- 
ing the gates of Eden after Adam 
and Eve’s expulsion? Then there 
was the angel that wrestled all 
night with Jacob; and the one that 
ea up Habacuc by the hair of 

is head and delivered him, lunch- 
bucket and all, at a place many 
miles distant. Overnight, one angel 
managed to dispose of 185,000 
Assyrians. 


Not all the angels are equal in 
dignity. The three highest ranking 
choirs are contemplatives: Sera- 
phim, Cherubim, and Thrones. 
Assisting God in the governance 
of the world are Dominations, 
Principalities, and Powers. Virtues, 
Archangels, and Angels are God’s 
messengers.

And St. Paul asks: “Are they not 
all ministering spirits, sent for 
service, for the ake of those who 
shall inherit salvation?” (He- 
brews 1:14) Hence we can infer 
that everyone, good or bad, has 
his guardian angel, starting at 
birth and lasting until death (since 
Christ died for all — good or bad).

is where our soul is different. No 
matter how many times our soul is 
dead because of sin, we can always 
do something about it. We can al- 
ways make our soul live again by 
receiving another Sacrament that 
is meant for dead souls. There are 
two of them. One is Baptism and 
the other is Penance. 

So there are really two kinds of 
Sacraments. Some are for dead 
souls (and are called Sacraments 
of the dead) and the rest are for 
living souls (called Sacraments of 
the living). It is as easy as that. 
Ever since Jesus made the Sacra- 
ments, people who believe in Him 
have been able to use His special 
help to take care of their souls.

ation: on all sides you can sense 


know from your geography, about the larger cities — Boston, Pro- 

vidence, Worcester, Hartford and New Haven. Do you remember the | 
special things made in these cities? Shoes, watches, paper are just 
a few of the products. The old Colonial towns have as much charm 
as ever: and their town meetings are 
still the purest form of democracy in the 


United States. 


Connecting these towns are winding 
roads which began as Indian trails, and 
some 800 years ago were made a little 
wider, as men traveled by horseback. 
Throughout the countryside I saw the 
laurel-covered hills you’ve read about. 

Boston, where I spent most of the 
time, was once the center of the early 
Colonial Protestant churches. And you 
remember from your history classes, all 
the exciting events that happened in and 
around that city: there was the midnight 
ride of Paul Revere, the thrilling ac-

later- the swirling activities of the 
Revolutionary War. These are just 
a few of the interesting facts that 
have to do with Massachusetts — 
I am sure you can think of many 
more. 


All these events took place while 
Boston was the heart of the early 
Protestant church in America. But 
today the Diocese of Boston, under 
the guidance of His Excellency, 
Archbishop Richard J. Cushing, is 
the great center of Catholic life 
in New England. His Excellency’s 
program is indeed a wonderful and 
successful one. 


Here are a few of the things you 
will find when some day you visit 
Boston. In the very middle of the 
city, right next t6 the famous old 
Boston Common, is Park Street, 
which is full of early American 
history. The street is short, with 
only ten street numbers. The At- 
lantic Monthly used to be published 
here, General Lafayette lived on 
the street for two years; Daniel 
Webster lived there too. 


Today at Number five Park 
Street you will find the Catholic 
Information Center, under the 
Paulist fathers. As I visited its 
director, Father Carvlin, C.8.P., I 
could see, through the ivy-covered 
window screen of his office, the 
headstones of a graveyard beyond. 
This is the Old Granary Burying 
Ground, the most famous Ameri- 
can cemetery in history. In it lie 
17 members of the Boston Tea 
Party, 266 Revolutionary War 
soldiers, and many famous people, 
such as Paul Revere and John 
Hancock. 


If you visit Boston you will find, 
too, many splendid new buildings 
for which Archbishop Cushing is 
responsible. For instance, the 
Joseph P. Kennedy Jr. Memorial 
Hospital, a convalescent home for 
children, named in honor of a 
young pilot killed in the last war. 


His Excellency has also brought 
many new religious orders into the 
Boston diocese, and each one is in- 
teresting in its own way. The one 
which has attracted wide attention 


within the past few years, how-. 


ever, is Mount St. Mary’s Abbey 
in Wrentham, Massachusetts. This 
is the new convent of the Cister- 
cian Nuns of Strict Observance. 
(Their initials are 0.C.S.0., but we 
sometimes refer to them as Trap- 
pistines.) This is the beginning of 
the Cistercian order for women in 
the United States, and there have 
been so many vocations within 
these few years that there will, no 
doubt before very long, be other 
Cistercian convents springing up. 


What Went Before 


DEREAPS you would like to go 


back with me and dip into a few 
pages of Catholic history, in order 

appreciate more thoroughly 
what this growth means. In 1805 
there were just 94 baptisms in the 
town of Boston. At this time there 
were only two priests in all of 
New England — Father Francis 
Matignon, and Father John Chev- 
erus, who a few years later be- 
came the first apr of Boston, 
You can imagine, without too much 
affort, the sufferings that were 
part of the life of those early 


erty, the distances that had to be 
covered on foot. 

Gradually small churches were 
built. First they were stations, 
each with a handful of Catholics, 
visited once a month by a priest. 
The beginnings of the Catholic 
Church over a long period, were 
very meager indeed. From 1830 to 
1845 conditions were so difficult 
that Catholics in France sent over 
$40,000 to relieve the poverty of 
the Catholic Church in New En- 
gland. This was the time of Bishop 
John Bernard Fitzpatrick. Next 
came Bishop John Joseph Wil- 
liams, who was consecrated in 1866 
and who died in 1907. 


That brings us up nearer our 
own period. For in 1907 His Emin- 
ence, the famous William Cardinal 
O’Connell, was consecrated, and in 
1911 was made Cardinal. Under 
the firm hand of His Eminence the 
Catholic population grew from 
750,000 in 1907 to over a million in 
1942. Just think of the early be- 
ginnings in Boston in comparison 
with the prosperous and active 
diocese of today. 


A Wonderful Message 


| elodeees seeing and hearing so 
much about the present fine 
program of Archbishop Cushing, I 
thought — what a wonderful thing 
it would be if His Excellency would 
send a message to our Young 
Readers and Writers. Though 
Archbishop Cushing is as busy as 
anyone I know, he was good 
enough to take time out to say a 
few words. I hope I have remem- 
bered them exactly as he said 
them: 


“All of us need more confidence 
in God,” he said, — “every day, 
in everything we do. We must al- 
ways remember” (and he empha- 
sized this “that God is all know- 
ing, that He is all powerful, and 
that He is all loving. 


“God knows all our troubles, all 
our trials; He knows we have diffi- 
culties — the smallest ones, as well 
as those that worry us most. He 
is all powerful, too, so that He 
could easily remove the difficul- 
ties. But many times He uses these 
difficulties as stepping-stone to 
our perfection. 


“Then, most important of all,” 
the Archbishop said, “is the last 
part. We must remember that God 
is our loving Father, and He wants 
only what is best for us. If all of 
us would just remember these 
three things about God, we would 
develop a happy confidence in 
Him. We would be certain that as 
we are trying to work out our 
problems, He is working with us, 
helping us even when we are dis- 
couraged, and guiding us, so that 
each of us shall grow into the kind 
of person He wants us to be.” 


The people who have been with 
Archbishop Cushing through the 
years, and have seen the success 
of his tremendous program, tell me 
that the message which His Excel- 
lency has sent to us is the plan 
that he lives by himself. 


Archbishop Cushing became the 
shepherd of souls in the Boston 
diocese _ seven years ago this 
month. For years before that he 
had been an outstanding leader in

If so, why? What was the cause? 

When you were in civilian life 
your ideas most likely were formed 
by the movies you went to, the 
magazines you read, the friends 
you had.

The picture you 
get should give you some indica- 
tion of the pressure being put on 
you, your family, and your friends 
to buy a certain product, live a 
certain way, want specific things. 


Because of this pressure, a new 
set of values, a new set of atti- 
tudes, was created for you, your 
family, your friends. Sometimes it 
was good; most of the time it was 
bad. 


And now you have it again, ideas 
and attitudes dictated by the fel- 
lows you happen to be thrown in 
with. Young fellows are especially 
subject to it. So not only for your 
own well being should you be 
aware of social pressure, but you 
have the obligation of being con- 
scious of its effect on the fellows 
in your outfit, and especially any 
of the new fellows.

N last evening’s edition—Septem- 
ber 17 — the News-Sentinel of 
Fort Wayne, Indiana, began publi- 
cation of chapters taken from 
Msgr. Maurice 8. Sheehy’s new 
book “Head Over Heels.” We hope 
it is only one of many age which 
will publish the wor 
robably being syndicated, though 
noticed no syndicate’s by-line. 


I guess the editor of the Fort 
Wayne paper wanted to publish the 
book serially because he considers 
it an excellent plea for religious 
and racial tolerance. (He started 
with chapter one of part two of 
the book which discusses toler- 
ance.)

Book reading comes hard to an 
editor who has to examine scores 
of manuscripts every week, but we 
started “Head Over Heels” and 
never laid it down until we had 
finished it. It’s a reading; inter- 
esting reading. The chapters are 
short, about four or five pages 
each. But, and this is the point, 
every one carries a message, a wal- 
lop. 


Msgr. Sheehy tells us that this 
book “is intended for people who 
are struggling to discover them- 
selves and God.” It will help you 
to do just that. 


Msgr. Sheehy has an almost per- 
fect background from which to 
write. He started out as a farm boy 
in Iowa, attended Loras College, 
served as a sports editor in Du- 
buque and then went on to study 
for the priesthood. He has been an 
athletic director, a football coach 
and a Navy chaplain. He won't let 
you forget that chaplaincy, by the 
way. He says he was once accused 
of being “ most biased man in 
the world about the United States 
Navy.”

Monthly Communion clearly was 
not frequent Communion. Indeed 
what the Holy Father had in mind 
was the use of Mass in its full 
sense: As a Sacrifice to which was 
attached the sacrament and the 
banquet. Not’merely the priest was 
to receive Holy Communion dur- 
ing the course of Mass; the Mass 
was essentially the preparation for 
the banquet of the faithful. Mass 
and Holy Communion—the two 
were integrally, essentially united. 

Now naturally enough, Catholic 
societies could not expect their 
members to gather for corporate 
Holy Communion every time they 
went to Mass. Even the most 
devout Sodalist or the most loyal 
member of the Holy Name, the 
KC’s, or the Catholic Daughters, 
could not be asked to take a place 
in the middle aisle, and march 
daily to Holy Communion in a 


y. 

The CYO could not separate 
children from their parents every 
Sunday, when it would be such a 
lovely thing for father, mother, the 
boys and girls, all to receive Holy 
Communion at the same time and 
at the same altar rail. 

So these societies set for their 
members the practice of Holy Com- 
munion in a body once a month. 

That was a wonderful practice. 

The parish was edified by the 
example of all these men... all 
these women , .. all these boys 
and girls . . . who received Holy 
Communion in a solid phalanx of 
faith. 

But never for a second did these 
Catholic societies think of setting 
aside the Decree of Blessed Pius 
on frequent Communion. They 
wanted monthly Communion—at 
least. But with all the vigor of 
Catholic faith, they would have 
stressed that essential phrase .. . 
at least. 

So the Holy Name, the Sodality, 
the CYO asked its members to 
receive Holy Communion at least 
once a month. Only, in that strange 
blindness which can characterize 
even good people, the members in 
many an instance forgot the saving 
phrase, at least. They went to 
Holy Communion once a month and 
thought themselves good Catholics, 

Well, in a way, they were good. 
Certainly monthly Communion is 
far, far better than the mere mak- 
ing of one’s Easter duty. To lapse 
into mathematics, it is exactly 
twelve times as good. 

But this is the year 1951. 

Frequent Communion almost 
fifty years after Blessed Pius X 
called us to frequent Communion 
is not a matter of once a month. 

With the temptations that sur- 
round the modern Catholics, es- 
pecially the young Catholics, Com- 
munion once a month is simply and 
flatly insufficient.

to attack Jewry as he, Einstein, is 
reported to have reflected on the 
Catholic Church in remarks that 
followed an address by Paul 


Blanshard? Mr. Blanshard is the 
American anti-Catholic author and 
lecturer. Dr. Einstein, himself a 
refugee from nazi persecution, is 
with the Institute for Advanced 
studies, Princeton, N.J. 


Dr. Karl Wieck, member of the 
Swiss parliament and prominent 
editor of Vaterland, Lucerne Cath- 
olic daily, raises this question in 
a front-page editorial of his news- 
paper. 


Dr. Einstein is reported to have 
occupied a front seat at one of 
Mr. Blanshard’s typical lectures 
about the Catholic Church, deliv- 
ered at the annual Princeton (N. 
J.,) Institute of Theology, and to 
have declared at the conclusion of 
Mr. Blanshard’s remarks: “I wish 
to express my gratitude to a man 
who is fighting the abuses of a 
powerful organization.” 


Dr. Wieck reminds Dr. Einstein 
that it was the Catholic Church 
that saved the lives of numerous 
Jewish people at the time of their 
most bitter persecution by the nazi 
regime; that the Congregation of 
the Holy Office solemnly took up 
the defense of these persecuted 
Jews, and that these latter official- 
ly have expressed their deep ap- 
preciation to the Holy Father. 


If “abuses” on the part of Cath- 
olices are exaggerated and over- 
stressed by enemies of the 
Church, Dr. Wieck says, one 
might ask whether such abuses 
cannot be charged to other groups 
as well. In the case of Jewry, c 
declares, certainly one would not 
hold the whole race responsible for 
abuses of individuals.

The passages in the pastoral 
condemning attacks against par- 
ochial schools, promotion of inde- 
cent literature and undermining of 
family life through toleration of

Washington — (NC) — During a 
speech in which. he reaffirmed 
America’s _ religious heritage, 
President Truman declared here 
that in the struggle against Soviet 
Communism the world’s “greatest 
hope of victory lies in the God we 
acknowledge as the ruler of all.” 


_ The President urged world spir- 
itual leaders to create a common 
front “to cle agen a world civiliza- 
tion in which man’s belief in God 
can survive” despite the Red on- 
slaught. 


Mr. Truman called for “a com- 
mon affirmation of faith and a 
common supplication to the one 
God that all profess” on the part 
of religious leaders. He did not 
specify what form this affirmation 
should take. 


“In this perilous strait our 
greatest source of strength, our 
greatest hope of victory, lies in the 
God we acknowledge as the ruler of 
all,” the President said. He de- 
clared that “‘all men who profess 
a belief in God should unite in 
asking His help and His guidance.” 


“For some time” he has been 
trying to get religious leaders “to 
join in one common act which will 
affirm those religious and moral 
principles on which all agree,”

The original-rate legislation in- 
troduced in both houses of Con- 
gress provided for an increase of 
100 per cent in_ second-class 
charges on all periodicals. How- 
ever, both House and Senate Com- 
mittees on Post Office and Civil 
Service voted to make no increase 
in the charges for delivery of non- 
profit religious and educational 
publications. There was no floor 
opposition to retention.of present 
rates on such periodicals. 


A stiff floor battle did develop 
over an amendment offered by 
Representative McCarthy of Min- 
nesota to retain present second- 
class rates on religious, education- 
al, and scientific publications de- 
signed specifically for use in school 
classrooms or in religious instruc- 
tion classes. Mr. McCarthy’s 
amendment was carried by a vote 
of 89 to 84 in the House. It had 
previously been adopted by the 
Senate Post Office Committee and 
passed by the full Senate. 


The effect of the McCarthy 
amendment is to prevent any in- 
crease in second-class postage on 
classroom and Sunday school peri- 
odicals, even though they may be 
produced by companies organized 
for profit. This. amendment was 
sponsored by the Classroom Peri- 
odical Publishers’ Association, 
which is made up of the chief pub- 
lishers of current affairs periodi- 
eals for public and parochial 
schools and of both Protestant and 
Catholic producers of Sunday 
school magazines.

In both House and Senate bills, 
the present rates of postage on 
books are retained, though the 
Senate bill provides for stiff in- 
creases on other kinds of fourth- 
class (parcel post) mail.

Polish DP Comes To U.S. Seeking Quiet Lite 


New York —(NC)— An impov- 
erished, 55-year-old Polish dis- 
placed person descended the gang- 
plank as an International Refugee 
Organization (IRO) ship docked 
here, thankful that he had left a 
wealth of adventure behind him 
in the Old World and that the fu- 
ture in the New World held prom- 
ise of a peaceful, free, quiet life. 

He is Antony Gryf-Hussakowski, 
scion of a once wealthy and in- 
fluential Polish family. He came 
to this country with his wife and 
son, Marco, under the sponsorship 
of War Relief Services—National 
Catholic Welfare Conference. The 
Catholic relief agency found him 
a home ‘and job with Anthony 
Ballas, who resides on the out- 
skirts of Crown Point, Ind. They 
were aboard ship with 1,220 other 
DP’s.

‘Highest Knowledge Is To Know God’ 


Creator for the way he performs 
his civic and his military duty, 
for the maintenance of his own 
and the Nation’s honor, and for the 
quality of the service he renders 
to his country as a member of the 
honorable profession of arms.” 


The first of the pamphlets warns 
that “if we exclude God from our 
thinking, we are finished.” 


“When you and I exclude God 
from our thinking.and our aspira- 
tions we become, quite naturally, 
men without God,” the pamphlet 
asserts. “When the number of such 
godless people becomes large, whole 
communities fall into ways of 
thinking which omit God and His 
law from their way of doing things. 
As soon as that happens, we shall 
find that we have moved quite far 
along the road which leads to a 
complete loss of our personal Jib- 
erties.” 


“Freedom of conscience is never 
the liberty to do as I please, but 
the opportunity to do what God 
wants me to do,” the pamphlet 
states. 

“A man with a basic regard for 
God is an asset to a country: a 
man without God can be, and often 
is, something of a menace to his 
country,” it continues. 

“The root of our troubles is not 
primarily political; it is not eco- 
nomic either; nor social,” accord- 
ing to the pamphlet. “The real 
heart of the matter is a lack of 
faith in God and, what is worse 
yet, an unwillingness even to give 
matters of religion any serious 
thought.” 

Contrasting U. §. standards of 
morality with those of communism, 
the second pamphlet says that 
those of the U. S. are set forth

London —(NC)— The Catholics 
of Britain, faced with a bill of 
about $300,000,000 to maintain 
their own schools, will make edu- 
cational justice their main demand 
from candidates during the nation- 
al elections campaign just launch- 
ed. The elections will take place on 
October 25. 

This is the principal. point of 
controversy in the relations be- 
tween the Catholic authorities and 
the Labor Party Government of 
Clement Attlee. 

Britain’s 4,000,000 Catholics, the 
majority of them low wage-earners 
in the big industrial centers, do 
not, because of their Faith, receive 
the same free state education of 
the other nine-tenths of the pop- 
ulation. 

Their present schools, built with 
their own pennies over the years, 
are mostly overcrowded and ill- 
equipped, compared with the 
state’s own palaces of instruction, 
and have to be reorganized, some 
re-sited and some rebuilt under the 
present compulsory development 
program. 

The Government now makes 
considerable maintenance grants 
to existing schools. It also pays 
teachers’ salaries. But one vital

point in the present regulation is 
that Catholics have to find the 
initial building costs themselves 
and a large part of the reorgan- 
ization charges.
